WASHINGTON, April 11.—In the | 


first action of its kind, the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission has 
publicly criticised the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works of Philadelphia on 
'the ground that it “misled” invest-

Asserting the company failed to 
publish adequate financial reports, 
the commission took no legal ac- 
tion because it said no law had 
been violated. The commission said 
that the company had since modi- 
fied its reports to give necessary 
data. 

The statement referred to the ab- 
rupt drop in market value of the 
company’s 6 per cent consolidated 
mortgage bonds of 1938. which fol- 
| lowed publication of a report by the 
/company that it could not pay the 
interest on another issue of bonds. 
The financial statements, the 
‘commission’ stated, consolidated 
|current assets of Baldwin Locomo- 
‘tive with Midvale Co., a subsidiary, 
| with a result that Baldwin was 
able “‘to portray a net quick-asset 


position better than” the figures 
would have shown for Baldwin 
alone.

The will of Nathan Frank, mil- 


lionaire lawyer and former Con- 


gressman, and the codicil which 
|placed the will in its final form, 
| were sustained this afternoon by a 
| ruling of Circuit Judge Kirkwood, 
'who gave peremptory instructions 
‘to a jury for a verdict against Mark 
'Frank of New York, nephew con- 
i testing the will. 

Judge Kirkwood held that the 
contestant, who had closed his case 
shortly before, on the ninth day of 
'the hearing, had failed to prove his 
allegations that Frank was of un- 
/sound mind, either when he made 
his will in November, 1930, or when 
'he made the codicil of March 83, 
1931, a month and two days before 
his death. He held also that the 
charges of undue influence and hal- 
lucinations were not proven. 

Beneficiaries Under Will. 


Frank's’ will, upheld by the 
Court’s decision, left the bulk of 
,his estate to a nephew, Alfred 
Frank of Oakland, Cal., and two 


nicees, Mrs. Grace Greenhall of the 
Congress Hotel and Mrs. Brannette 
Krupp of El Paso, Tex. Their 
cousin, Mark Frank, the contestant, 
was not mentioned in the will. By 
upholding the will, the Court vali- 
dated bequests of $50,000 to the 
Jewish Charities, $25,000 to the Com- 
munity Fund, $50,000 to Temple 
Shaare Emeth, $150,000 in trust 
funs for children of the heirs, and 
/smaller bequests to four individuals, 
| The estate, once valued at $4,000,000, 
‘is now worth considerably less. 

| Had the will been set aside, the 
|reltaives would still have had a 
claim on the estate, but the charit- 
able and trust fund bequests would 
have been overturned, 

Before the arguments which pre- 
ceded his final ruling, Judge Kirk- 
wood told the lawyers, in the jury's 
absence, that there had been no 
showing of evidence to support the 
_charge that Frank was of unsound 
imind. “On the contrary,” he said, 

“thhe evidence shows that he was 
j active in business up to the time of 
‘his death.” He was willing, how- 
ever, to hear arguments on. the 
charge of.undue influence, and this 
was the subject of a brief discus- 
sion by the counsel. 

Mrs. Hausel’s Testimony. 

As bearing on the charge of un- 
due’ influence, Mrs. Esther Ann 
Hansel, who was a frequent visitor 
to Frank at the hospital, had testi- 
fied that she made suggestions to 
him as to changes in his will, some 
of which weer adopted when he 
made a codicil, leaving his estate to 
relatives instead of giving it to the 
city for park purposes. 

The closing of the contestant’s 
case, and the motion for a directed 
verdict, came after an unsuccessful 
attempt of Mark Frank’s lawyers 
to adduce testimony of two experts 
in mental diseases, neither of them 
personally acquainted with Nathan 
Frank’s case, that on the basis of 
the testimony given for the content- 
ant, Frank was of unsound mind. 

4500-Word Question Barred. 

A 4500-word hypothetical ques- 
tion, containing a resume of the 
testimony for the contestant, was 
put by Dan Bartlett of the contest- 
ant’s counsel, to the two experts, 
Dr. James F. McFadden and Dr. 
William Nelson. Neither was per- 
mitted by the Court to answer it. 

Dr. McFadden was questioned 
yesterday afternoon about the daily 
history record of Frank's case in 
the hospital up to his death. He 
gave interpretations of the notes 
made on Frank’s case, not all the 
notes appearing to support the the- 
ory of Frank’s mental unsoundness. 
However, the notes for March 19 
told of “a slight mental confusion.” 
This was 16 days after the signing 
of the will. 

Bartlett then read the hypotheti- 
cal question, covering Frank’s life 
history, and statements made about 


his conduet by witnesses in the 
present hearing. The question in- 
cluded the Frank will, made in 


November, 1930, in which Frank 
left the bulk of his estate to the 
city for park purposes, and the co- 
dicil added at the hospital, which 
made his relatives the heirs. | 

“Assuming all this,” the physician 
was asked, “do you think he was of 
sound or unsound mind?” 

Estate Lawyer Objects. 

William R. Gentry, estate coun- 
sel, had a series of objections. His 
chief objection was that the ques-

He escaped, was 
later captured in Portland, Ore., 
and was returned with another two- 
year term added to his sentence for 
breaking jail. 

He has been arrested and sen-

Biddle Tells Senators He

COMPLAINS LAW

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Chair- 
man Francis Biddle of the National 
Labor Relations Board, speaking 
for himself and his associates, told 
the Senate Finance Committee that 
Section 7A (the collective bargaining 
provision of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act), should be struck 
out if the NRA were continued for 
another two years, as demanded by 
the administration. 

Biddle declared that if Section 
7A were included in the revised 
administration bill “the futile, 
wasteful and ineffective practices 
would be continued.” He asserted 
that federally sponsored collective 
bargaining activities should be de- 
termined by a separate act, the 
proposed bill of Senator Wagner 
(Dem.) of New York to establish 
a permanent labor disputes board. 

Biddle made no effort to conceal 
his dislike for the attempts by the 
Department of Justice to enforce 
the present*Section 7A. 

One Suit in Eight Months. 

“Between July 9, 1934, the date 
of the creation of the National La- 
bor Relations Board,” he said, “and 
March 2, 1935, the board issued 
findings and decisions in 111 cases. 
In 86 of these the board found that 
a violation had occurred. In only 
34 did the employers make appro- 
priate restitution in 
with our decision. 


Thirty of these were referred to 
the Department of Justice. In one 
case a bill in equity has been filed 
in the district court. Seven cases 
have been referred to local United 
States attorneys on the understand- 
ing that further evidence should 
be secured before suit was insti- 
tuted. 

“In one of these, the Carl Pick 
Manufacturing Co., a criminal in- 
formation was filed on March 21. 
In nine cases the department has 
advised the board that further in- 
vestigation is necessary; in three 
cases the department is of the 
opinion that no suit is justified on 
the record, and in the remaining 
cases the department has not pro- 
ceeded for v*rious reasons. There- 
fore, in the eight months of the 
board's activities only one suit has 
been instituted, and one criminal 
prosecution began.” 

As an instance of the lack of 
harmony between the two Govern- 
ment agencies, Attorney-General 
Cummings has indicated that many 
of the cases sent to the Depart- 
ment of Justice by the Labor Rela- 
tions Board would not stand up in 
court, 

Favors Labor Court. 

“This failure to enforce the law,” 
Biddle continued, “affects and un- 
dermines not only the right to col- 
lective bargaining, but with the re- 
spect which the public holds the 
board and the courts. I am not 
here criticising the office of the 
Attorney-General. The causes are 
not hard to find. The board is re- 
sponsible for the administration of 
Section 7A, but is devoid of the 
power to carry through this re- 
sponsibility, having no power to 
subpena witnesses, so that the rec- 
ords adequate for the immediate 
institution of court proceedings 
cannot be made up. In fact, the 
recommendation of the board is 
nothing more than an opinion.” 

Biddle insisted that the only solu- 
tion to the present situation was 
“a labor court, permanent like any 
other court, and not subject to any 
control, even that of the chief ex- 
ecutive.” 

“That is the very essence of our 
theory of justice,” he declared, 
“that the courts should be com- 
pletely divorced from the executive. 
And if collective bargaining and 
freedom from coercion are princi- 
ples worth establishing, they should | 
be applied to all workmen, and not 
limited so as to exclude any par- 
ticular industry.” 

Thinks Wagner Bill Sufficient. 

Coming to his own recommenda- 
tions, Biddle said: “It seems to me, 
therefore, that the inclusion of sec- 
tion 7-A in the proposed bill, with- 
out any further clarifying definition 
of the section, and above all, with- 
out any adequate accompanying en- 
forcement machinery, would not

INJURES SALMON INDUSTRY 
Bonneville Project “Keeps Fish From 


Reaching Spawning Grounds, 
He Asserts, 


CHICAGO, April 11. — Chester 
McCarty of Portland, Ore., speaking 
at the convention of the Izaak Wal 
ton League of America today, said 
the Bonneville Dam, situated be- 
tween Oregon and Washington, pre- 
vented salmon from reaching their 
traditional spawning grounds. 

“The salmon industry and sport 
fishing on the Columbia River net 
an annual revenue of $29,000,000, al- 
most as much as the estimated cost 
of the dam,” McCarty said. “Does 
a present non-existent power mar- 
ket justify destruction of a fishery 
resource of such great monetary 
value?”

THE INCREDIBLE HESS BILL. 

The Hess bill, legalizing both horse and dog racing 
in Missouri, should be labeled “The Promoter's 
Dream.” If the interests of the public or, for that 
matter, of racing itself, were in the minds of the 
bill’s framers, the fact is not apparent. 

Apparently, the dog-racing crowd, which has suc: 
ceeded in getting the bill-past the House and into 
the Senate, is out to make a quick clean-up before 
the inevitable reaction follows. Racing for one or 
two seasons at the Ramona and Wellston Kennel Club 
plants, which have remained idle since they were 
built except for a few nights of racing, is all that is 
needed, under provisions of the Hess bill, to pay out 
the investment and yield handsome profits. 

Not a dime would go from the pockets of the pro- 
moters to the State treasury. Not a dime could be 
levied on the tracks by any county, city or other po- 
litical subdivision in which tracks happen to be lo- 
cated. The State would get 3 cents out of every 
dollar wagered and 20 cents on each paid admission, 
if any. (The usual practice, especially at dog tracks, 
is to broadcast free passes.) All the revenue would 
be paid by the bettors themselves. 

Out of every dollar wagered, the promoters would 
take 12 cents and “breakage,” or odd pennies left 
over after winning wagers are computed. This break- 


age amounts to about 1% cents. Thus, including the 


3 cents to the State, out of every dollar bet, 16% 
cents would be deducted before the horses or dogs 


even started to run. This means that when a bet- 


tor’s dollar turned over a little more than six times, 
it would be eaten up by taxes and promoter’s profits. 

There are many other objectionable features to the 
bill, but it is hardly necessary to state them. Surely, 
if the Hess bill is passed by the Senate, Gov. Park

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RECLAIMING DRUG ADDICTS. 

A prison solely for drug addicts has been estab- 
lished by the Federal Government at Lexington, Ky. 
It is to be administered by the United States Public 
Health Service, on the theory that drug addiction be- 
longs to the field of medicine rather than that of 
penology. Prisoners will be given agricultural work 
and other forms of outside labor to build up their 
physiques and help them to overcome the drug habit. 
To alleviate the pain caused by lack of accustomed 
doses of narcotics, prisoners will be treated with a 
pain-relieving but non-habit-forming drug. 

It will be interesting to observe the effects of this 
experiment, and no doubt the Public Health Service 
will compile minute data on the subject for its own 
guidance and for the information of the public. The 
idea of treating drug addiction as a crime and of 
placing addicts in the same category with other law 
violators is wrong. Many persons contract the habit 
innocently, as a consequence of painful illnesses dur- 
ing which drugs are given. In such cases, surely, 
use of drugs is not inherently criminal. 

Moreover, the notion that use of drugs is always 
linked with other forms of criminality is not true. 
When drug addicts are found guilty of other crimes, 
it is usually attributable to a need of money to ob- 
tain a supply of narcotics which, as bootleg material, 
is enormously expensive. The characteristic offense 
of drug addicts is, therefore, thievery. Many addicts 
whose financial circumstances are comfortable never 
come to the attention of the police. And, for that 
matter, many of them live highly useful and, to all 
outward appearances, normal lives. Thomas de 
Quincey and Samuel Taylor Coleridge were addicts. 
For many years before his death, Albrecht von Hal- 
ler, Swiss physician, considered the finest medica! 
mind of the eighteenth century, used large amounts 
of opium. 

It is questionable whether any real progress toward 
solving the problem of drug addiction is possible 
while the Harrison Act remains on the books. That 
act drove the narcotic traffic underground and made 
it yield princely dividends. Federal authorities have 
been powerless to prevent the smuggling of dope over 
our borders. But the new prison at Lexington aft

The Brookings Institution finds that in 
1929, 59.525 per cent of the families of the 
United States had incomes. of not more 
than $2000 a year. Forty dollars a week 
means $2080 a year. Three American fami- 
lies out of every five had ordered their lives 
on this sum—or less. Usually much less. 

A fraction over 17 per cent of American 
families that year had incomes ranging from 
$1500 to $2000 per year; roughly, from $30 
to $40 a week. 

Almost 21 per cent of American families 
had from $1000 to $1500 a vear-—-$20 to $320 
a week. This is the largest single economic 
group in the country. 

Not quite 14 per cent of families got from 
$500 to $1000 a year—-$10 to $20 a week. 

About 7.5 per cent got from nothing at all 
to $500 a year; or from nothing at all to 
$10 a week, 

“Thus it appears,” savs the Institution. 
“that one-tenth of 1 per cent of the families 
at the top received practically as much as 
42 per cent of the families at the bottom of 
the scale” 

Then, as if to agree fully with the title 
of this article, the Institution adds: oF 
family income of $2000 may, perhaps, be re- 
garded as sufficient to supply only basic 
necessities.” 

Here are some interesting figures on ex- 
penditures at different levels: In families 

with $800 a year, $346 to $382 is spent for 
Sica: $1300 a year, $505 to $598: $1800 a 
year, $580. to $782: $2700 a year, $715 to $932. 

In all charts showing family expenditures. 
there are lines, or blocks, showing savings 
and “other living,” by which is meant the 
consumption of commodities that do not fal] 
in the list of necessities. Above the $4(-a- 
week line, these two items bound upward, 
Savings grow larger and “other living” 
Brows larger. Savings grow in size partly 
because there is yet no feeling of security. 
If to income there could be added sec urity 
of income, the art of living would take still 
longer leaps—there would be more buving 
power at once in the whole great group th: at 
rides above the $40 line. Perhaps no single 
thing would release more pent-up buying 
power than creation of a feeling of security 
of continued income.

Courtauld Institute Offers to Ex- 
amine Disputed Works of Art 


for Londoners.

LONDON, April 10.—The scien- 
tific department of the Courtauld 
Institute here has installed a set 
of delicate instruments for the spot- 
ting of fake paintings. Any own- 
er who has any doubt as to the 


to the institute for examination. 

The instruments include a micro- 
scope which by polarization brings 
into vision details imperceptible un- 
der ordinary conditions of light, 
and a camera-miscroscope to record 
the crystal formations of pigment. 
A spectograph reports pigmentary 
impurities otherwise tnvisible, while 
a particular adaptation of X-rays 
gives mineral analysis and de- 
marcation of layers of color. Re- 
painting is shown up sharply and 
comparison of minute detail made 
simple. 

Diseases of paint and material 
can be treated and the process of 
restoration aided enormously.

Larger than the usual roasting chicken, 
a capon averages 
pounds in weight and usually appears in 
the market with head and wing feathers 
on. These. characteristics as well as the 
large well-fleshed body and the small un- 


and shape a crown roast from the lamb 
loin. 

Don’t overlook veal. It ranks among 
choice meats at this time of year. The 
average market price of veal is lower in 
April than in any other month. When 
you buy veal, note particularly the color. 
Quality veal will be grayish pink, have 
a fine grain and a fairly firm and vel. 
vety texture. It is not mottled with fat 
as good beef is, and it has only a slight 
covering of fat. 

Calves’ liver is in considerable demand 
on account of its tenderness and rich, 
delicate flavor. It brings a handsome 
price as compared to beef liver. Calf 
sweetbreads provide another delicacy 
that is rather expensive. 

One of the first harbingers of spring 
in the vegetable market is outdoor as- 
paragus from California, Georgia and 
South Carolina gardens. In buying this 
succulent vegetable, select tender shoots 
with round and compact rather than en- 
larged, spreading tips. Avoid the very 
long stalks of asparagus that have 
tough, woody ends. The stalks should be 
green and tender. 

Another succulent vegetable of the 
spring variety is globe or French arti- 
choke. Since you find the edible portions 
of this prized vegetable in the bases of 
its green petals and the “bottom,” or the 
fleshy part on which the petals grow, it 
behooves you to choose green artichokes 
rather than those wearing a brownish 
hue that suggests they have been kept 
overlong. 

Young, green peas are being supplied 
from California at the present time and, 
like local garden peas, they are best 
when fresh and sweet. Bright, crisp 
moderately plump pods are apt to yield 
the tenderest and most flavorful peas. 
Has it ever occurred to you to question 
the freshness and flavor of already 
shelled fresh peas? Peas lose flavor 
when shelled a few hours before cooking. 
Furthermore the shelled fresh peas cost 
more because the consumer pays for the 
extra labor in shelling. 

Among other winners in the markets 
are French endive, white, firm and crisp; 
bunched radishes that give splashes of 
color to the market displays; creamy, 
white-capped mushrooms; loose-leaf let- 
tuce which has become a modern staple; 
new potatoes from Florida that become 
cheaper as the season advances; mild, 
sweet-flavored Bermuda onions’ from 
Texas: and bunches of bright leaf water- 
cress to give zest to salads. 

Fruit markets began displaving 
cious big bright strawberries from Flor- 
ida as early as February. A more plen- 
tiful supply of fine berries is on hand 
now from three growing sections—North 
Carolina and Louisiana, in addition to 
Florida. You should be especially par- 
ticular when buying strawberries. All- 
over-red color indicates ripeness, a much 
desired quality.
